Miles of Land Fraudu- 
lently Obtained. 


The Controversy Over the 


Estancia Grant Claim 
in New Mexico. 


A Dispute Which Has Already 


Resulted in Two 
: Deaths. 


The Oteros and Whitneys—How a 


Land Grant Was Stretched to In- 
clude Over 113,000 Acres of Public 
Domain—Protests From Old Settlers 
—The Instructions of the Surveyor 
General Disregarded, Yet He 
Approves ofa Fraudulent Survey.

Sauri Fe. N. M.. October 16.—Next to the Max- 
weil and Canyon del Agua grants, the Estancia or 
Antonio Sandovai grant, in the central part of New 
Mexico,has attracted most attention in the Territory 
itself. for three reasons: Because of the potorious!y 
unjust decisions of the Surveyor-General, the great 
value of the land comprised io it, and on account of 
the prominent and high standing of a number of 
the parties engaged inthe dispute. The lives of 
two men have already been lost in quarrels grow ng 
out of the rignt of possession of the land, and the 
present proprietors are enabied to hold their own 
only by exercising the greatest vigilance and at the 
point of Winchester rifles. Aside from the fact that 
the boundaries of the Estancia have 
been stretched 80 as include 
some 208 square miles of territory 
ich rightfully belongs to the public domain, 
some doubts have been cast upon the genuineness 
of the grant papers themselves. The peculiar case 
is bere presented of two different parties holding 
apparently valid titles to the game piece of ground. 
The Whitney brothers of Boston and San Fren- 
cisco, who are iu possession, claim by virtue of the 
Antonio Sandoval grant, dated in 1845. made by 
Manuel Arm jo, Governor and Captain-General of 
New Mexico at that time. The rival claimants are 
the Otero family of Las Lunaé, N. M., who own the 
Bartolome Baca grant for a large part of the terri- 
tory granted to Sandoval. The Baca grant was 
made in 1819. aud hence antedates the Sandoval 
grant just twenty-six years. As has been 
the case with a number of old Mexican 
families holding grants to large tracts 
ofland no attempt was made on the part of the 
Oteros to perfect their tiile by congressional con- 
firmation. They had a house on the grant and were 
using the land asa pasture fortheir cattle when 
news reached them of the purchase of the Sandoval 
grant by the Whitneys and that tie latter laid 
claim by virtue of their purchase to a large part of 
the Baca grant. Both parties came before 
Surveyor-General Atkinson with ali of the evi- 
dence in their possession, aud he decided in favor 
of the Estancia people and against the Baca grant, 
mainly for the reason that the latter was only in- 
tended as @ pasturage grant and was not per- 
manent.

According to the piat of 
survey the graut includes all of the salt lakes in 
the immediate neighborhood, naming as the south- 
ern most, Perro Lake. If the southern lake js 
properly called Perro Lake, then the 
soutbern boundary is correct, but a comparison of 
the plat withthe official map of New 
Mexico shows that the most northern of the lakes. 
as represented on the plat, is called on the map 
“Laguana dei Perro,” and that the bodies of 
water to the soutu are alkaline ponds. The differ- 
ence in distance between Laguana del Perro as 
shown on the map compiled by the General Land 
Office and the Perro Lake of the Deputy Surveyor 
is about six miles. In the special instruction of the 
Surveyor-General, the southern boundary is a line 

running one league south ot the salt lakes. A par- 
ticular point is made against the present southern 
boundary by the M-xican families residing in the

Monsieur Beaugrand Seeking Rest in 
New York City. 


An Interesting Interview—The Small- 
Pox Scourge—What Has Been Done 
to Check the Spread of the Disease 
Exaggerated Reports of the Recent 
Riots.

New Yorx. October 22.—Mayor Beaugrand of 
Moutreal reached this city on Tuesday, and is 
stopping at the Hotei Brunswick. He proposes re- 
maining a week lonzer looking after the interests 
of bis paper and resting from the labors imposed 
upon him by the presence of the small-pox scourge 
in his muncipality, Mr. Beaugrand was seen ves. 
terday at the hotel by your correspondent. He isa 
gentleman of pleasing address, thoroughly self- 
contained, more Ens lish than French in his freedom 
from excitability. “You have come to interview 
me, bave you?” he said. Well, as I am a member 
of the press myself, I know pretty well what that 
means. Isuppose you want to know about the 
small-pox in Montreal. It's abating, I'm giad te 
say, and we have it thoroughly under control.” 
How many cases of small-pox are there now in 
Montreal!“ 


One thousand. I should say that figure would 
cover it fully. In fact, there has never been as 
large a sick list from the cause as the papers made 
it. We have checked the spread of the disease, 
ard am confideut that the worst is over. A more 
ternperate feeling as re $ vaccination pre- 
vails, and we arenow strictly isolating all cases. 
In our new pest house at the Fair Grounds we have 
well ventilated apartments wh.ch will hold fully 
1.500 patients, besides the hospital of Si. Roch. 
Where it’s deemed advisable to remove a patient 
to the hospital, his house is rigidiy guarded aud no 
intercourse wiih the outside permitted. The S stets 
of Charity have aided us greatly iu mas ing this 
plan and removal to tue hospital easy. Tue priests 
have done all in their power, too, to cultivate a 
better feeling among the masses. Bishop Fabre 
was revaccinated as an exampvie to the people.“

Celebrated Poisoning Case, 


The Witnesses Bgamined To-Day—Dr. 
Jacobs’ Evidence Regarding His 
Treatment of Mr. Walkup and the 
Effects of Arsenical Poisoning— 
Sympathy for the Fair Defendant, 


Euronta, Kax., October 22.—At the reopening of 
court yesterday aftérnoon, Mary Moss, the Wal- 
kups’ colored servant testified, that she knew notu- 
ing of a strychnine bottle or how Lizzie Walkup's 
bed took fire. Mrs. Severy being recalled testified 
that Walkup had attempted to shoot bimseif be- 
cause of having received a letter from Mrs, Harry 
Hood, upbraiding him for remarry:ng. The letter, 
he said, had given him a great deal of trouble. Mrs. 
Wa kup had told her before Walkup's death that 
she bad bought strychnine to mix with wine, and 
take staing out of her clothing,. and had lost 
the bottie. The pistol shooting by Walkup oc- 
curred two days before his death. Dr. Jacubs 
and Charles Ryder, druegist, testified to the fact 
that Mrs. Walkup had four ounces of arsenicina 
box. Miss Lizzie Walkup testified that her tatuer 


said to her tne day before his death: Lib, they teil 
me I am bein; poisoned by Mae.“ In the after- 
noon sue saw box of white powder on the porch 
aod burned it. When Mrs. Walkup came iito 
Walkup' room on that day she wascrying. “She 
asked me if I had heard the story. and cried and 
said: ‘Ob, my God.’ She then got up and sat on 
tue bed. Mr. Waikup asked her to sit on a chair. 
She said: Lou thin« Iam guilty and don't want 
me near you.” He said: ‘I do wot say that, but tue 
evidence is very stro.g asaiast you:“ 1 don't 
remember the further conversation between them.

It is Mixed Up Vitally With Wheat, Cotton 
and Freight. 

Mr. Ivan C. Michels, traveling and correspond. 
ing representative of the National Bimetallie 
Coinage Association of America, whose president ig 
ex- Governor Tabor of Colorado, and whose head- 
quarters are at Leadville, in an interview with 
Post-DispatcH reporter said: 

“Il see that in your issue of October 15 and 16 
there appeared two cabiegrams, one from Calcutta, 


the other from London. 

“Tne one from Calcutta stated that the price of 
wheat was g Ving tue farmers of India 244 per cent 
profit above cash price for shipment to Europe, 
and that heavy orders for Evvlund have bee 
filied; the other states that enormous shipments o 
India Wheat ars pending, and that freizsht room 
for 100,000 tous wheat to Eagand bas been 
secured. 

These dispatches besides state that all this is 
owing to the cheap rates paid tor silver in London. 
“One hundred tiousand tons of wheat 
are equal to 3.000, bushels, and up 
to Oc ober 1, this year, already over 
40,000,000 bushels of Indian eat nad been shipped 
to Engiand.

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GOLDSMITH VS. GOULD. 


A Novel Case Presenting Political, 
Historical and Financial 
Features. 


Revelations of the Famous “Blind 
Poh” and the Fight on Governor 
Cornell—A Custom House Weigher 
Sells a Political Secret to Mr. Gould 
and Sues for Remuneration.

New Yorn, October 22. —A case which presents 
several very novel and interesting features, politi- 
cal, historical and financial, was called yesterday 
by Judge Charles P. Daly in Part 2 of the Court of 
Common Pleas in the matter of John 8.
